This month of August the proportion of fiction to non-fiction in the adult 
dep't. is about 3 to 1, and in the children's dep't 4 tol. 


A good many people have expressed their appreciation of the books presented 
to the Library by Mr.John L.Dickinson, especially ministers, and Bible 
students, who consider them a boon and great help in their work. 

The technical magazines, especially the chemical ones are more and more 
used, and Moody's investment manuals and weekly supplements are thoroughly 
appreciated by the business of the City. Many good books have been added 
in all departments; the Reference is richer by the addition of Rosenberg's 


history of costume in 5 vols. and invaluable guide to costume thriugh the ages 


many of the plated being in color. 


There has been -uite an epidemic of cutting articles from newspapers, 
especially Itealien-Ethiopian news; but moving the racks very near the desk 
and watching very closely, the practice is somewhat checked. One razor 
blade was found in one of the evening papers.
